S8ald gas maln described above shall have a cover of not less than 24 feet.

(3) A gas main in ONION STREET from East 4th S8treet to East Wth Street Alley, the
centerline of which gaes maln shall be 7% feet west of and parallel to the east line of
said Onion Street, :

Sald gas maln desoribed above shall have a cover of not less than 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company 1s hereby put upon notlece that the City of Austin
does not guarantee that the space assigned above 1s clear from other underground utlli-
ties, but 1s based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth

stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required

at gpeclal points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definlte informatlion
upon the ground es to elevationa or working points from vhlch to base the location of
7 - . thelr aseignments, they shall apply to the Clty Englneerling Department not lese than
three (3) days before such information 1s required. The Texas Public Service Company

1s further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the ekpenae of repalrs or




replacement of any underground utility damaged during the conatruction of lines named in

thie resolution.
AND THAT whenever pavement 1s cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the diltoches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gaa malng, including the excavation in the streets
and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after sald maine have been laid,
shall be under the supervision and direotlon of the Oity Manager and under all the
pertinent terms and condiltions of the certaln franchise granted to sald Company by the
